The ability to read has be- 


come an essential part of our 
living. If your child appears 
to be of normal intelligence, 
has a good vocabulary 
and 


gets along with other children 
but is having trouble in school 
because he can't read, you 
should take him to your eye 
doctor. 


The 
technical 
name for 


reading difficulty in an other- 
wise intelligent child is dys- 
lexia. The condition is more 
common in boys than in girls 
and affects an estimated 10 
per cent of all children. 


The dyslexic child 
often 


shows no preference for his 
right or his left hand and his 
eye dominance can be shown 
to be equally uncertain. The 
disability may be due in part 
to incomplete development of 
dominance in one half of the 
brain. When neither half of 
the brain is dominant, skill in 
l a n g u a g . e develops slowly. 
Other causes of dyslexia in- 
clude a home environment in 
which reading is not encour- 
aged, poor teaching methods, 
impaired hearing and speech 
problems. 


Early diagnosis (before age 


7), treatment to promote the 
development 
of one-s i d e d 


dominance and special train- 
ing in reading have enabled 
many a dyslexic child to catch 
up with his schoolmates. Par- 
ents have also noted an im- 
provement in general behav- 
ior as these children approach 
the standards achieved by 
their classmates. 


The diagnosis of dyslexia 


depends on an early suspicion 
by parents and teachers that 
something is wrong and that 
the child is not merely being 
stupid or obstinate. Next an 
examination should be made 
by an ophthalmologist and 
possibly a child psychologist.

dyslexic, be thankful that 
classes in remedial 
reading 


are now available in almost 
every city. Attendance in such 
a class may make the differ- 
ence between a well-adjusted 
child and a chronic failure. 


Q—My son, 10, has dia- 


betes. Is there any way to get 
his pancreas to work nor- 
mally? 
A—The juvenile form of 


diabetes is inherited and is 
often hard to control. Recent 
studies indicate that too strict 
an attempt to control the blood 
sugar by giving too much in- 
sulin makes the disease in 
these children worse. Never- 
theless, some insulin must be 
given throughout their lives 
because the underlying pan- 
creatic deficiency cannot be 
cured. The antidiabetic drugs 
given by mouth to diabetics 
who develop the disease late 
, in life, are of no value in the 
! treatment of juvenile dia- 
betes.

If you 
miss six to the jack the gen- 
eral rule is to play for the 
drop in preference to the fi- 
nesse but most of the time 
you will be more concerned 
with the number of tricks you 
need in the suit. 


Playing at six no-trump 


South is able to count eight 
tricks outside of the club suit. 
He is interested in the best 
play for four club tricks. He 
leads a club to dummy's ace 
and plays back the seven spot. 
The moment that East follows 
to that second club South is 
absolutely sure of four club 
tricks if he plays the ten spot. 
If West produces the jack 
there will only be two clubs 
left and the king and queen 
will pick them up. If West 
plays low South will make all 
five club tricks and if West 
shows out the ten spot play 
will have guarded against the 
chance that East started with 
five clubs to the jack. 


Suppose that South has ar- 


rived at a grand slam con- 
tract. He shouldn't be there 
but everyone has seen much 
poorer grand slam contracts. 


To bring in five club tricks 


South's best play is to try to 
drop the jack. 


Barring some very unusual 


club-diamond combinations 
South needs to bring home 
five club tricks. He can't do 
it if the clubs break 5-1 or 6-0 
or if West holds four clubs 
to the jack. If East holds 
jack-small or jack and two 
small, all plays succeed. If 
West holds jack-small or jack 
and two small the play to 
drop the jack succeeds and 
therefore is preferable to the 
second round finesse which 
gains only if East holds the 
jack and three others.

Just Choked, 
Palmer Wins

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) - "I just 


choked. Lots of guys will say. 
they hit a spike mark, but all I 
hit was my putter." 


That's how Chuck Courtney 


sized up the five-foot putt he 
missed on the 18th hole which 
gave the Tucson Open golf tour- 
nament title to Arnold Palmer 
by one stroke. 


Courtney, 26, of La Jolla, 


Calif,, had put the pressure on 
Palmer throughout Sunday's fi- 
nal 18 holes, erasing a seeming- 
ly comfortable four-stroke lead 
which Palmer had held since 
the start of play. 


"It was just through Chuck's 


kindness that I was able to win," 
said Palmer, who pocketed the 
$12,000 top money to become the 
first double winner of the 1967 
tour. 


Up to the final 
18 holes, 


Palmer seemed unstoppable as 
he finished the 54 holes with a 
16-under-par 200 and threatened 
to set a new course record at 
the Tucson National Golf Club. 


It was an almost unbelievable 


set of circumstances on the final 
hole which won Palmer the title 
despite a double bogey to give 
him a final round score of one- 
over-par 73. 


Courtney, trying for his first 


tour win since the 1964 St. Paul 
Open, put his tee shot into the 
water along the right side of the 
fairway on the tough 465- yard, 
par-four finishing hole. 


This gave Pilfer a clear 


chance to wrap u, the cham- 
pionship, but the tour's top mon- 
ey winner of all time tried to 
carry the same water with his 
drive and left it in the lake. 


Asked later why he didn't try 


to play it safe, Palmer replied 
in characteristic fashion, "I felt 
I could drive the lake, so 1 tried 
it."This left the issue in doubt un- 
til Courtney needed three putts 
to get down with a triple bogey 
while Palmer sank his second 
putt after the two players had 
gone into the final hole all even 
at 18 under par.

together to win, every game if 
we can." 


That's Larry Costello's sum- 


mation of why the 76ers, 
coached by Alex Hannum, are 
dwarfing the most memorable 
Boston Celtics' runaways. 


"Don't go blaming It on 


me," said Costello, the back- 
court man now playing his 
llth NBA season. "I'm only 
averaging about 20 minutes 
playing time per game. My 
seven or eight points hasn't 
given us our record." 


"Everywhere the 76ers go, 


Costello says, writers and fans 
want to know "the key" or 
"the secret." Hannum, Wilt 
Chamberlain, Hal Greer, Chet 
Walker, Billy Cunnningham 
and the rest all know the 
problem. 


Some of the suggestions run 


like this: "Cunningham has 
come into his own." "With 
Costello in there, the 76ers 
have a leader to run things." 
•'Hannum can handle Cham- 
berlain. 


"Alex, what have you done 


to this team?" 


"I keep saying," Costello 


went on, "that it's nothing 
more than a few terrific bas- 
ketball players doing their 
jobs and knowing everybody 
else's. We play team offense 
and we play team defense. 
Does it really sound that 


silly?" 


Costello is the automatic 
choice for those who feel a 
need to expose "a key." the 
crafty veteran, especially one 
who has just come out of re- 
t i r e r n e n t , always is. You 
wouldn't pick Wilt Chamber- 
lain. He's too obvious. 


"Want to hear another good 


one?" Costello asked, smiling. 
"There's lots of spirit on this 
club. We've got a great coach 
and a good bunch of guys. Ev- 
erybody gets along well to- 
gether. 


'If you have to b l a m e 


somebody, I'd say Hannum. 
He's a psych artist. He's great 
at getting the most out of you. 


"As a player, by the time 


you've had a couple of pro 
years behind you, you either 
know it or you don't. The tech- 
nical part of pro coaching 
isn't all that much. You actu- 
ally have to know more about 
basketball to coach in college 
or high school because you 
run into more situations and 
you have to teach." 


Last year, Costello was a 


high school coach in East Syr- 
acuse, N.Y. On weekends he 
played home games for the 
Wilkes-Barre (Pa.) Barons of 
the Eastern League, keeping 
himself trim and keeping the 
edge on his two-hand shot. 


"Alex called me one day 


last spring," he said. "We had 
a new home in Syracuse and I 
was perfectly content. He told 
me that since (Al) Bianchi had 
retired, he'd like to have some 
good experience in his back- 
court. Fine. Why not?" 


Last year the 76ers won the 


regular season Eastern Divi- 
sion title by one game over 
the Celtics, but lost to them in 
the playoffs. 


"We might gain a small 


psychological 
advantage by 


winning the way we are," Cos- 
tello said. "But Boston's the 
team to beat. They're always 
trouble, those guys."

CLEVELAND — (NEA) — 


Fear of the computer is caus- 
ing a delay in the filing of in- 
come tax returns this year. 


That's the 
c o n c l u s i o r 


reached from reports of a de 
cline in tax returns being re 
ceived at Internal Revenue's 
Service Centers across 
the 


country. 


IRS tried to make it as easy 


as possible to "give away 
money" in the form of refunds 
this year. In five of the seven 
IRS regions of the country a 
preaddressed envelope was*in- 
cluded in the tax blanks and 
instructions mailed to taxpay- 
ers' homes. 


If you have a refund com- 


ing, use this special envelope, 
Internal R e v e n u e advised. 
Speedier refunds were prom- 
ised if returns were sent di- 
rectly to the service center in- 
stead of to the district direc- 
tor's office as in the past. 


Instead 
of 
the 
flow 
of 


money being speeded up, re- 
turns are being received at a 
slower pace than in the past. 
It is not that IRS is behind in 
its work. The public is not co- 
operating in letting go of 
those returns. 


"There has been so much 


publicity on the fact that ev- 
ery one of the 70 million re- 
turns to be filed will be au- 
dited by computer that tax- 
payers are running scared," 
one JRS ajde commented. 


"They are approaching the 


computer as a patient would 
an examination by a fluoro- 
scope. They must be afraid 
that even the money in their 
pockets is capable of being 
counted." 


While the computer can do 


wondrous things, it hasn't yet 
reached that state of perfec- 
tion. 


It can quickly determine, 


though, if taxpayers are hedg- 
ing on reporting all their in- 
come Those slips that were 
mailed to you on your divi- 
dend and interest income have 
also been sent to Internal Rev- 
enue. 


The computer—sometimes 


referred to as "The Monster" 
—scans your return for those 
items to make certain they 
have been reported. It also 
looks for any marked increase 
iu the number of dependents 


claimed or for any unusually 
high deductions. 


"So far, most of the mis- 


takes have been on the so- 
called little items," said Frank 
H. Burke, assistant director of 
the Service Center in Cincin- 
nati. 


Burke cited failure to sign 


the return, failure to attach all 
the W-2 slips, failure to report 
the Social Security number or 
careless reporting of an incor- 
rect number as creating most 
of the problems. 


The Cincinnati office, as a 


national 
example, 
received 


only 74 per cent of the 1040-A 
forms and 95 per cent of the 
1040 forms it expected to re- 
ceive by this date. 


In some sections of the 


country filings are more than 
30 per cent below expecta- 
tions. 


Once the Service Center 


computer approves a return, 
the information is sent to the 
national computer center in 
Martinsburg, W. Va., where all 
the pertinent information on 
your return is transferred to 
your master file. Authoriza- 
tion is sent at the same time 
to a disbursing office for the 
mailing of your refund check. 


The government's conclu- 


sion is that an honest tax- 
payer has nothing to fear from 
the Martinsburg Monster.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—There is a small but 


very select category of people known in and 
out of the trade as car nuts. These folks— 
men, mostly—spend years tracking down 
crumbling old relics and spend more years 
restoring them. 


It's a neat hobby but fantastically expen- 


sive. One of the most famous nuts is Bill 
Harrah, owner of a gambling establishment 
in Reno, Nev. He owns several hundred 
mint-condition classics. The net worth is 
almost incalculable. 


And then there's John Lane, an artist 


friend of ours who works for NEA in Cleve- 
land. He owns a 1964 Chevy (he calls it his 
"town car") and a 1956 Mercedes 190SL 
sports car kept, naturally, in perfect shape. 


But John has this insatiable desire to own 


a Bugatti Type 35 racing car. He goes on and 
on about it, knowing well that he'll never 
have one—there are few left and they just 
aren't for sale—so instead he has become one 
of the country's handful of Bugatti experts. 


We asked him about his love affair with 


the Bugatti the other day and this is his 
report: 


"While Ettore Bugatti made magnificent 


passenger cars selling for as much as $40,000, 
his racers are his legacy. The Type 35, de- 
signed in 1924, is considered by many the 
greatest racing car ever built. 


"It gave an unbelievably hard ride. It 


spewed oil from every possible hole. The 
clutch was either in or out and, when shift- 
ing gears, it was usually a gamble whether 
or not the clutch would disengage. 


"If the temperature dropped below 30 


degrees, the oil and water had to be drained, 
heated and poured back in. In fact, Bugatti 
casually advised his customers to invest in a 
heated garage. 


"The brakes were excellent, practically 


fade-proof. They were cable-operated but 
had an extremely hard pedal. When asked 
why this wasn't improved, Bugatti replied 
that he made cars to go, not to stop. What 


do you suppose Ralph Nader would say about 
that? 


"Bugatti wasn't interested in track races. 


He felt that road races were a far better test 
for an automobile. And, in this environment, 
his cars were supreme. 


"TheTSugatfis saw the checkered flag 1,045 


times in 1925 and 1926. The following year, 
806 first places were taken by the 35s. The 
machines were powered with a straight 
eight, 120-cubic inch displacement. 


"The firing up of the engine was not the 


pleasant, throaty explosion one gloats over 
today. It is reputed to have sounded more 
like a littTel»oy running ffown a picket fence 
with a stick. But the steering and chassis 
were incomparable. 


"The Bugatti was simply a beautifully de- 


signed, exceptionally efficient car that won. 


"It sounds pretty uncomfortable and un- 


safe, but I'd sure love to own one. And, 
furthermore . . ." 


Well, as we said, John goes on and on.

SPINOFFS: Poor Ford. This was to be the 


year that Enzo Ferrari was to be run off the 
track. Last year, when their cars won at 
Le Mans, the Ford fellows said it was merely 
a portent of great things to come. 


Ford's racing people and press agents 


pounded home the theme: "If you're not in 
racing, you're not in the automobile busi- 
ness." 


Well. Ford is still very much in racing (a 


good thing, too) but the recent debacle at 
the Daytona 24-Hour Continental didn't help 
the company's image much. Ferrari P4s 
finished one-two-three. Of the six Ford Mark 
Us entered, only one finished, 73 laps be- 
hind the leader. 


Says a Ford spokesman: 
"All cars initially went out with transmis- 


sion failures due to broken output shafts be- 
tween third and fourth gear. Each of the 
shafts was replaced at a time penalty of an 
hour a unit.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 


Support comes from both left 
and right for changes in the 
present draft system.

fund-raising and matching of 
volunteers with available op- 
portunities. 


AVAILABLE SERVICE PO- 


SITIONS: To find positions 
would not be difficult. The 
National Commission on Sci- 
ence, Technology and Auto- 
mation estimates that over 5 
million nonprofessional posi- 
tions are available for volun- 
teer service. The Office of 
Economic Opportunity esti- 
mates at least 4 million. 


FINANCING: F u n d s for 


voluntary service could be ob- 
tained on a joint public-pri- 
vate basis, with foundations, 
industry, the professions, and 
community groups sharing in 
the cost. 


Critics of voluntary service 


say that the cost would be as- 
tronomical. But Harris Wof- 
ford of the Peace Corps points 
out: "(The cost would not be) 
as much in a year as one 
month of the war in Vietnam. 
Not as much as failing to mo- 
bilize the talents and labor of 
the younger generation. Not 
as much as hiring professional 
teachers or social workers or 
construction men to do what 
these volunteers could also 
do." 


Now, student field workers 


for the Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society and the Student 
Non-V i o 1 e n t Co-ordinating 
Committee subsist on $10 a 


week, receiving lodging and 
food often from members of 
the community they are serv- 
ing. Here is voluntary service 
organized from the grass roots 
up. The volunteers themselves 
could raise funds. Lodging, 
food, and other simple necess- 
ities could be solicited by vol- 
unteers and local voluntary 
committees from a commu- 
nity's citizens. It is hoped that 
the nation would become im- 
bued with the service ethic. 


MATCHING: Local service 


committees and 
volunteers 


could aid the agency to match 
new volunteers with jobs and 
to raise funds. Local contacts 
would encourage prospective 
volunteers and organizations 
desiring volunteers to register 
with the agency. The agency 
would use the benefits of com- 
puter technology to take care 
of the actual matching. 


CO-ORDINATION: 
The 


computer 
operation 
would 


permit the agency to keep 
tabs on which service areas 
were over- or u n d e r s u b- 
scribed. By informing appli- 
cants that their first choice 
was unavailable and promot- 
ing an undersubscribed area, 
the agency could maintain the 
appropriate balance. In the 
case of the armed forces, the 
agency would help the Depart- 
ment of Defense recruit sol- 
diers where needed. In time of 
national e m e r g e n c y , the 
agency could help the Defense 
Department implement a se- 
lective or unselective lottery 
in the interests of speed or the 
unlikely situation that young 
men didn't rally 'round the 
flag. 


Voluntary service would not 


be another massive govern- 
ment program, according to 
those who back it, or a war on 
anything but involuntary serv- 
ice. Universal voluntary serv-

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The FCC: A Kid Glove 
Where Iron Fist Is Needed

No matter how the current 
flap over the merger of Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Co. and In- 
ternational Telephone & Tele- 
graph Corp. ends, the Federal 
Communications 
C o m m i s- 


sion's reputation as a regula- 
tory agency appears likely to 
stlffer a few dents. 


But there may not be much 


niore left to dent. 


Acting on a Justice Depart- 


ment warning of "anticompeti- 
tive possibilities," the FCC re- 
cently ordered the two firms 
to delay their merger, which 
the commission 
had previ- 


ously approved. The FCC is 
now hearing Justice Depart- 
ment arguments before decid- 
ing whether to reconsider. 


vSincc its inception in 1934 


—its mission was to bring 
some order to the mad scram- 
ble by radio stations to get on 
the air—the FCC, critics say, 
has approached the broadcast- 
ing industry with more of a 
kid glove than an iron fist at- 
titude. 


The commission's problems 


in carrying out Its responsibil- 
ities on a $17 million annual 
budget are many-sided. New- 
ton Minow, named FCC chair- 
man in 1961, touched on one 
of the sides shortly after he 


resigned: 


"In our fantasy world, exist- 


ing side by side with a real 
world of incredibly fast-mov- 
ing technological revolutions," 
he sighed, "we dream about 
muddling through the tangled 
maze, somehow, some way . . . 
Never was the capacity of man 
for self-delusion and self-de- 
ception so clearly drawn." 


The dreamers he had in 


mind were his former col- 
leagues in the FCC bureauc- 
racy. His disenchanted conclu- 
sion: The FCC was simply in- 
c a p a b l e 
of coping with 


changes in industry caused by 
technological advances. 


Minow has left, but one offi- 


cial who is still with the FCC 
states it more succinctly: "It's 
not that the commission does 
the management job badly," 
he says, "it just doesn't do it 
at all. 


"At a time when the struc- 


ture and substance of the com- 
munications business is under- 
going an internal revolution, 
they're arguing over editorial 
changes in an opinion criticiz- 
ing a Montana daytime radio 
station for not painting its an- 
tenna tower." 


The commission's role has 


expanded greatly since 1934, 
as government involvement in 
the nation's communications 
system reached awesome pro- 
portions. Besides the broad- 
casting industry, the FCC's 


jurisdiction covers telephones, 
satellites, microwave and mo- 
bile radio. Many 
observers 


think it should extend even 
further—to 
electronic 
bug- 


ging and snooping, for exam- 
ple. 


As the commission's lines of 


jurisdiction grow more and 
more diverse—complicated in 
many cases by the slippery 
economic problems 
brought 


on by technological advance— 
its regulative efforts seem to 
grow narrower and narrower. 


Each of the seven commis- 


sioners has but one legal and 
one engineering assistant. The 
FCC's bureaus and divisions 
operate almost autonomously 
from their nominal bosses— 
the 
commissioners. Written 


charged the FCC with "gross 
discrimination 
against 
code 


subscribers." So the commis- 
sion lowered its ceiling. 


• There appears to be a 


"pro-industry" flavor to the 
FCC, 
according to observers. 


Minow's successor, 
William 


Henry, who has since re- 
signed, generally found him- 
self in a "pro-consumer" mi- 
nority.

Schlesinger puts the subject

analogies from the past (such as 
Munich ihavp their limits—"Most 
historical 
generalizations 
are 


statements about massive social 
and intellectual movements over 
a considerable period of time. 
They 
make 
large-scale, long- 


time 
prediction 
possible. But 


they do not justify small-scalp, 
short-term prediction." 


The 
a-ithor's focal 
point is 


what he rails a middle course, 
and 
he offers a proposal that 


may he summed up in the term 
"dp-escalation." And wl tie he 
is developing that proposal, he 
sounds a warning against thp 
possibility 
of a 
divisiveness 


dangerous to Amprican democ- 
racy, "the revival of McCarthy- 


ism." 


The nine essays in this slim 


volume are based on three arti- 
cles he wrote in the latter part 
of 1966, and have the urgency of 
current history 


He concludes with a plea 1'or 


freedom of speech on this con- 
troversial subject, with a greater 
participation by the growing aca- 
demic 
community, and on his 


final page declares that "what- 
ever the outcome of the Vietnam 
debate or of later debates that 
may darken our f u t u r e , the essen- 
tial thing is to preserve mutual 
trus t a m o n g o u r s e 1 v e s 
as 


Americans."

lates for stricter regulation. 
This happened when the FCC 
established a c e i l i n g of 20 
minutes of commercials per 
hour of broadcasting at a time 
when the National Association 
of Broadcasters was enforcing 
one of 18 minutes.
